The  Birth  Rate  is  higher  than  that  for  the  whole  country, 
the  death  rate  is  the  same  as  1947>  ^^nd  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
compares  favourably  with  the  National  figure. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 


From  the  1st  July  1948  the  Evesham  Isolation  Hospital  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospitals  Board.  It  can  admit 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  only,  shortage  of  staff  and 
other  causes  limiting  its  resources.  The  removal  of  cases  to 
other  Hospitals  in  the  area  works  very  smoothly. 
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SMITARY  CIRajMSTMCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT . 

Water  Supplies . 

A piped  water  supply  is  available  to  houses  out  of 'a 

total  of  4, leaving  655  houses  to  be  supplied  in  the  future. 

The  Coventry  Corporation  Scheme  - drawing  water  from  the  River 
Severn  - will,  by  arrangement,  supply  a considerable  proportion  of 
these  latter  houses  when  put  in  operation. 

56  houses  are  supplied  by  stanipipes,  but  a scheme  for  the 
village  of  Ashton-under- Hi  11  will,  v^hen  completed,  result  in  46 
of  the  houses  enjoying  a piped  supply.  This  scheme  will  probably 
be  commenced  in  1949*  It  is  hoped  to  supply  one  outlying  district 
- Cookhill  by  arrangement  with  East  Worcester  Water  Co. 

Samples  are  taken  monthly  and  are  uniformly  satisfactory, 
both  chemically  and  bacteriologically.  The  results  of  well  water 
analyses  vary  considerably.  There  is  no  plumbo- solvency  in  this 
area.

95  samples  v^rere  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination,  all  proving  satisfactory.

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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


The  report  of  the  Council’s  Consultant  Engineer  deals 
with  ten  villages,  comprising  a total  of  1,460  houses,  with  a 
population  of  5>000,  and  recommends,  together  with  the  necessary- 
pipe-laying,  the  provision  of  five  new  disposal  plants  and  the 
extension  of  one  already  in  existence.  No  new  works  were 
undertaken  during  the  year. 

HOUSII^. 

In  the  Post-war  period  up  to  the  end  of  1948  a total 
of  122  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council.  During  1948 
90  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  and  a further 
84  houses  were  in  course  of  construction. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  COMESTIBLES. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughter-house  in  the  area,  for 
pigs  only.  Regularly  inspected,  it  is  maintained  in  a satisfactor 
state. 

The  amounts  of  food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  use  and 
condemned  will  be  found  in  the  attached  Sanitary  Report. 

Samples  under  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1958,  were  taken  by  the 
Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures.  There  are  9 premises 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  and  all  are  satisfactory. 

2^  visits  were  paid  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  food- 
storage  premises.

DIPHTHERIA. 


One  case  was  notified,  a female  aged  20  years,  had 
not  been  immunised.  Her  children  who  had  been  protectee,  did  not 

suffer  any  disability. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  MEASLES. 


A large  number  of  measles  cases  affecting  chiefly  the 
5 to  10  year  age  group  v/ere  reported  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year.  No  deaths  occurred.  17  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
with  no  deaths  were  notified. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

21  cases  were  notified,  all  of  whom  recovered.  The  type 
of  disease  was  not  severe. 

DIPHTHERIA  IlMUNISATION.

A very  large  number,  it  is  estimated,  have  been  immunised  by 
private  practitioners. 

It  is  thought  that  approximately  85^  of  the  children  aged  14 
and  under  have  been  protected  in  this  area. 

Re-inforcing  doses  are  given  at  school  to  those  who  were 
immunised  in  infancy,  on  entering  school  and  at  the  age  of  eight. 

No  schools  were  closed  due  to  infectious  disease.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  51st  December,  1948;- 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  main  sup^-lies  were  satisfactorily  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  There  was  again  some  shortage  in  the 
Northern  Parishes,  and  :i  t was  necessary  to  cart  v^ater  to 
a few  properties  in  Inkberrow  and  Rous  Lench  throughout  the 
year. 


The  Minister  of  Health  has  approved  the  reservation 
of  120,000  gallons  of  water  dally  for  a supply  to  the  Northern 
Parishes  from  the  proposed  nev;  Coventry  Corporation  main, 
which  will  pass  through  the  district,  and  the  last  Worcester- 
shire Waterworks  Company  have  agreed  to  supply  water  for  the 
Cookhill  area  of  Inkoorrow.  The  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  are  now  proceeding  with  the  preparation  of  a 
scheme  for  a piped  supply  to  all  the  Northern  Parishes, 
taking  water  from  these  two  sources.  lb  is  the  Council’s, 
intention  to  proceed  vri  th  this  scheme  as  soon  as  possible. 

Negotiations  have  taken  place  with  the  North 
Cotswold  R.D.C.  ’’u  th  a viev/  to  a supply  being  taken  from 
them,  through  a connection  between  their  main  at  Weston 
Subedge  and  the-  Council's  main  at  Church  Honeybourne,  in 
order  to  supply  the  Western  Parishes  of  the  District  in 
which  there  j s at  present  some  difficulty  in  maintaining 
a pressure  sufficient  to  provide  a satisfactory  supply. 

A preliminary  agreement  has  been  prepared,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  necessary  mains  to  affect  the  connection  will  be 
laid  during  1949* 

The  supply  in  Ashton-under-Hill  has  become  in- 
sufficient for  the  needs  of  the  village,  and  must  be  improved 
belore  any  further  building  is  carried  out.  It  is  now 
proposed  to  extend  the  main  supply  from  Sedgeberrow  to  a 
reservoir  above  Ashton-under-Hill,  from  which  the  village 
vdll  be  supplied.

It  has  boon  deci to  appl3^  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  permissjon  to  proceed  wa th‘ a scheme  for  the 
provision  of  a proper  disposal  ’rtorks  for  Cleave  Prior. 

A small  disposal  works  is  being  constructed  at 
Norton  which  will  serve  both  the  housing  site  and  the 
existing  houses  in  that  area. 

The  Badsey  disposal  works,  which  has  been  over- 
loaded for  some  years  is  nov\r  grossly  overloaded  vnth  the 
addition  of  52  houses  on  the  Horsebridge  site,  and  should 
be  enlarged. 


The  irrigation  area  at  the  Broadway  works  has 
in  the  past  been  let  for  cultivation.  This  has  not  proved 
satisfactory,  and  it  is  now  proposed  that  the  area  should  be 
directly  under  the  control  01  the  Council,  in  order  that 
irrigation  may  be  properly  carried  out.  Notice  was  given 
to  the  tenant  in  September. 

REFUSE  REi'iOVAL. 

The  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  has  been 
maintained,  although,  there  were  some  delays  due  to  the 
weather  and  the  breakdown  of  lorries.  The  Council  have 
under  consideration  the  question  of  purchasing  a new  rear- 
loading vehicle  to  replace  the  older  of  the  tvvo  at  present 
in  service. 


Discussions  are  taking  place  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  with  a view  to  the  establishment  of  a centralized 
salvage  and  incineration  plant  at  Hinton.  It  is  felt  that 
there  will  be  some  difficulty  in  the  not  very  distant  future, 
in  finding  suitable  dumps  for  refuse,  and  that  some  alternative 
provision  should  be  made.  in  addition,  it  is  evident  that  a 
considerable  quantity  of  valuable  salvage  would  be  obtained. 


The  refuse  collection  vehicles  continue  to  bring 
in  a valuable  amount  of  salvage,  and  are  given  some  assistance 
in  this  work  by  one  of  the  Council's  lorries.  The  amount 
received  by  the  Council  during  the  year  for  salvage  was 
£727.  16.  4d.  The  weigiits  of  the  various  items  collected

HOUSING  ADMINISTRATION. 

In  addition  to  the  90  families  moving  into  the 
new  Council  Houses  completed  during  the  year,  I5  more  families 
were  moved  into  existing  houses  which  became  vacant.  Three 
requisitioned  cottages  were  made  available  to  new  tenahts,  and 
two  houses  converted  into  flats. 

Temporary  housing  accommodation  has  been  found  for 
66  families  in  huts  at  Littleton  and  Honeybourne,  taken  over 
by  the  Council  for  this  purpose.

Toviards  the  end  of  the  year,  at  the  direction 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  all  applicants  for  Council  Houses 
were  required  to  state  whether  or  not  they  still  required 
accommodation,  with  the  result  that  the  number  of  cippli  cations 
vjas  reduced  from  825  to  082.  It  is  estimated  that  of  these 
about  850  in  urgent  need  of  housing  accommodation,  and 
addi.tional  houses  for  that  number  should  be  provided  as  soon 
as  possible. 

SLAUGHTExRHOUSES. 


Only  one  slaughterhouse  is  in  use  in  this  district 
and  this,  is  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  only.  Routine  visits 
are  paid  to  these  premises.
